Superintendent’s Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Clarksville School District: 


General 


The objective of all education is the provision of 
opportunities for continuus intellectual, physicai, 
spiritual, and social growth on the part of the individ- 
ual to the end that he may function more capably and 
more happily as a member of a cooperative democratic 
society. 


Two important elements are included in this 
statement. One is the thought that the well-rounded 
growth of an individual is a basic aim of education. 
This is frequently contrasted with the traditional view 
of the function of education as the imparting of a body 
of information, or the mastery of certain specific skills. 


The other stresses the social aspects of education 
determined by the character of the social order in 
which the individual lives. Our social order should 
not be lacking in the democratic respect for personal- 
ity. 


Energy, enterprise, and ambition will aways be 
the most compelling factors of individual or social suc- 
cess. 


Enrollment and Attendance 


The enrollment is at present the largest in the 
past four years. There are fifteen in the Grammar 
Room and twenty-thr<c in the Primary. 


The percentage of attendance in both rooms is 
low, 92.53 and the number of tardinesses 70, is quite 
high. 
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A word of commendation goes to Robert Cross, 
who was not absent or tardy for the whole school year. 


Health 


The health work has again been carried on under 
the direction of Ethel Sturgis, the school nurse. From 
the table below you will note the kinds of defects and 
the number of corrections secured.

During the past year the medical inspections have 
revealed a very definite improvement in health stand- 
ards in our schools. The outstanding physical defects 
in most cases have been taken care of, in some in- 
stances defects frequently occur among children from 
birth, and need expert medical attention at the earliest 
possible moment. 


A semi-annual physical examination beginning in 
infancy will prevent many handicaps in growth and 
development. Detection and correction of defects early 
in life will cause less serious damage. Free Clinics 
have been established throughout the state that child- 

-ay receive expert medical advice and treatment. 


Buildings and Equipment 


The school building is in good condition. The 
halls were painted, desks varnished, floors oiled, and a 
ceiling installed in the girls’ basement, along with 
other usual minor repairs and improvements. A new 
set of maps was purchased for the Grammar Room. 
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I hope that it may be possible to add new equip- 
ment to our play ground each year. 


Music 


Clarksville, Pittsburg, Colebrook Special and 
Columbia District are now being served by Helen 
Gamans as Music Supervisor. Clarksville being newly 
added this year. 


The school music program in the grade, 
consists of 4 divisions. Early this year stress was laid 
on learning to sing and using the voice freely. 
Later other musical interests have been added. One 
unit is devoted to learning the technicalities of reading 
and writing music, in all keys, including notes of ail 
values. Another unit is spent on music appreciation, 


listening to various solo instruments and combina- 
tions; recognition by sound and by picture and classi- 
fying them into orchestral families. A third unit 
takes up folk dancing. ‘The children respond to this 
with a great deal of pleasure. Singing familiar tunes 
and learning new ones is the content of the fourth 
unit. 


Tte Clarksville School has started an orchestra 
this year, all beginners. 


Notes on the Budget 


The total amount of the School Board’s 1939-40 
budget is $5,513.00 as compared with $5,327.00 for last 
vear. The 1938-39 budget was decreased by State Aid 
$376.03 and increased by a special appropriation for 
music, $250.00 resulting in an appropriation of 
$5,200.97 for the school. The present budget $5,513.00 
less estimated income $657.85 means that the school 
board is asking for an appropriation of $4855.15. 


You will note that this year cleans up the out- 
standing notes on the school building. 
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Teachers 
There were no changes during the past year. This 
is the fourth year in Clarksville for Alma Chappell, 
Grammar Room, and Hallie Weir, Primary Room. 
Conclusion 
I wish to thank the school board, teachers, par- 
ents and friends for their generous support and hearty 
cooperation in all school activities during the past 
year. We can all take pride in our schools and share 
in the common purpose to make them better.
